On  the  night  of  November  lU,  1956  I was  flying  a Viscount  at  high  altitude 
from  New  fork  to  Mobile,  Alabama*  We  were  above  a layer  of  clouds  which  were  occa- 
sionally broken,  giving  us  a glimpse  of  the  ground  now  and  then*  At  10»10  p.m* 
E*S*T*,  when  only  about  60  miles  from  Mobile,  my  co-pilot and  I saw 
what  we  thought  was  a brilliant  meteor*  Yfe  were  flying  south-southwest  and  it  fell 
across  our  path  from  left  to  right,  first  becoming  visible  at  the  top  of  the  wind- 
shield.
